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Minister  guilty 
of  lesbianism 


The  sentencing  of  Methodist  minister 
Rosemary  Denman  was  as  lenient  as  could  be 
expected ,  but  she  came  away  from  the  trial 
seriously  disillusioned  with  the  upper  eschelon 
of  the  church

DOVER,  NH  —  The  United  Methodist 
Church  did  not  “defrock”  Denman  as 
upper-level  church  officials  requested,  in¬ 
stead  it  “merely”  suspended  her  for  less 
than  a  year. 

The  August  24  trial  resulted  from  charges 
by  Bishop  Bashore  that  Denman  was  a 
“self-avowed  practicing  homosexual.” 
Bashore,  who  has  authority  over  Denman’s 
ministry,  had  been  informed  by  Denman 
that  she  was  a  lesbian.  According  to  Den¬ 
man,  Bashore  told  her,  “It  would  be  in  your 
own  best  interest  to  withdraw  if  you  wish  to 
get  into  another  order.” 

Denman  said  she  insisted  on  an  ecclesi¬ 
astic  trial  because  to  withdraw  quietly 
“would  have  been  an  admission  of 
culpability  and  guilt  of  having  done 
something  wrong.” 

Bishop  Neil  Irons,  who  was  chosen  by 
Bashore  to  preside  over  the  trial,  made  it 
clear  from  the  outset  that  testimony  on 
theological  issues  pertaining  to  homosex¬ 
uality  would  not  be  allowed  as  evidence.  He 
denied  Denman’s  request  to  have  expert 
theological  witnesses  testify  on  her  behalf. 

Denman  was  the  sole  witness  to  testify  at 
the  proceedings  and  questioning  was  allow¬ 
ed  only  on  Denman’s  violation  of  the 
church’s  doctrine  on  homosexuality.  The 
regulation  adopted  in  1984,  states:  “Since 
the  practice  of  homosexuality  is  incompati¬ 
ble  with  Christian  teaching,  self-avowed 
practicing  homosexuals  are  not  to  be  ac¬ 


cepted  as  candidates,  ordained  as  ministers, 
or  appointed  to  serve  in  the  United  Method¬ 
ist  Church.”  The  rule  also  states  that 
ministers  are  bound  to  “practice  fidelity  in 
marriage  and  celibacy  in  singleness.” 

During  the  trial  Denman  testified  she 
became  a  lesbian  “probably  at  the  time  of 
conception.  I  believe  that  God  has  meant  me 
to  be  a  lesbian  just  as  much  as  he  meant  me 
to  be  a  woman.  ’ ’  Denman  acknowledges  she 
was  extremely  homophobic  most  of  her  life. 
Through  her  relationship  with  her  current 
lover,  Winnie  Weir  —  formerly  a  minister’s 
wife  —  she  recognized  her  lesbianism. 

On  behalf  of  Bishop  Bashore,  prosecutor 
Reverend  Stephen  Mott  asked  the  jury  to 
find  Denman  guilty.  “We  started  off  to  find 
out  what  God’s  wants  are  for  us,”  Mott  told 
the  jury.  “The  reality  is  that  Reverend  Den¬ 
man  is  an  offense.” 

Bashore  told  GCN  he  did  not  want  people 
to  assume  gay  people  are  not  welcome  to  be 
open  and  vocal  in  the  church.  “I  was  afraid 
that  it  [the  trial]  would  be  interpreted  that 
way,”  he  said.  “The  church  has  stated  that 
sexual  relationships  properly  speaking  are 
between  men  and  women  in  the  confines  of 
marriage ....  The  Methodist  Church  deals 
with  practice,  not  feeling.  It  is  the  practice 
[of  homosexual  sex]  that  is  incompatible 
with  Christian  teachings.  The  church  has 
been  saying  all  along  that  we  love  you  and 
that  we  want  to  help  you  out  of  your  deviant

New  AIDS  vaccine 
tests  begin 

The  FDA  approves  human  trials  for  the  first  of  many 
experimental  vaccines

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  first  human 
trials  in  this  country  on  an  experimental 
AIDS  vaccine  will  study  the  effects  of  the 
substance  on  75  gay  men  who  are  HIV-neg¬ 
ative  and  who  have  had  “low-risk”  sexual 
activity  for  at  least  three  months. 

Although  the  United  States  now  joins 
Zaire  and  France  in  human  AIDS  vaccine 
tests,  scientists  involved  in  the  study  main¬ 
tain  that  an  effective  vaccine  will  not  be 
available  for  general  use  until  the 
mid-1990s. 

The  study,  which  will  be  conducted  by  the 
National  Institute  of  Allergy  and  Infectious 
Diseases  (NIAID),  is  not  intended  to  assess 
the  vaccine’s  ability  to  prevent  infection. 
The  clinical  trials  will  test  only  the  safety 
and  dosage  levels  for  humans,  as  well  as 
the  vaccine’s  effectiveness  in  stimulating  the 
production  of  antibodies  which  may  protect 
cells  from  HIV. 

According  to  NIAID  officials,  gay  men 
were  chosen  for  the  study  because  they,  as  a 
group,  “represent  the  population  in  the 
United  States  at  greatest  risk  of  being  in¬ 
fected  with  HIV,  and  are  ultimately  the 
most  likely  group  in  the  United  States  to 
receive  a  vaccine.”  Researchers  further  ex¬ 
plain  that  gay  men  may  react  differently  to 
the  vaccine  because,  as  a  group,  they  have 
been  exposed  to  different  kinds  of  infection 
than  the  general  population. 

Microgenesis,  Inc.,  a  small  Connecticut 
firm,  produced  the  experimental  vaccine  us¬ 
ing  recombinant  DNA  technology.  The  vac¬ 
cine  itself  is  a  protein  called  gpl60,  which  is 
similar  to  the  protein  coat  of  HIV  —  the 
part  of  the  virus  which  allows  it  to  infect 
cells.  “The  vaccine  consists  of  purified  pro¬ 
tein  from  HIV  and  not  the  virus  itself,”  said 
Dr.  Anthony  S.  Fauci,  NIAID  director. 
“Therefore,  no  one  can  get  AIDS  from  the 
vaccine,  and  we  expect  no  adverse  effects 
beyond  those  that  sometimes  occur  from 
other  immunizations,  such  as  some  redness 


and  soreness  at  the  site  of  the  injection.” 

When  mice,  guinea  pigs,  rabbits.  Rhesus 
monkeys  and  chimpanzees  were  injected 
with  the  vaccine,  they  all  produced  antibod¬ 
ies  which  neutralize  HIV  in  test  tubes.  Re¬ 
searchers  hope  the  vaccine  will  produce  the 
same  immune  response  in  humans,  and  that 
the  antibodies  they  make  will,  in  fact,  pre¬ 
vent  HIV  from  infecting  those  exposed  to  it. 

Human  response  to  the  vaccine  is  difficult 
to  predict,  in  part  because  the  animals  tested 
do  not  develop  AIDS  when  exposed  to  HIV. 
In  addition,  even  if  the  results  of  these  early 
trials  are  promising  and  safe  dosage  levels 
can  be  established,  the  question  of  how  to 
test  the  vaccine’s  ability  to  prevent  infection 
remains  unanswered. 

One  potential  problem  volunteers  for  the 
trials  face  is  the  likelihood  that  they  will  test 
positive  on  the  ELISA  blood  test  (the 
widely-used  test  for  HIV  exposure).  But  re¬ 
searchers  claim  the  Western  Blot  test,  used 
currently  in  conjunction  with  the  ELISA 
test  to  confirm  HIV  infection,  would  be 
negative  for  those  vaccinated.  They  will  not 
be  certain  until  the  participants  in  the  study 
actually  develop  antibodies  and  have  their 
blood  tested. 

To  prevent  volunteers  from  possible 
discrimination  associated  with  positive  HIV 
status,  NIAID  will  give  each  person  vac¬ 
cinated  a  letter  describing  the  research  and 
explaining  their  antibody  status.  The  theory  is 
that  potential  employers,  insurers.,  and  who¬ 
ever  else  might  want  to  know  a  person’s  HIV 
status  would  accept  the  explanation  in  the 
letter  and  not  discriminate. 

Another  problem  volunteers  may  face  is 
their  inability  to  respond  to  vaccines 
developed  in  the  future  which  prove  to  be 
more  effective.  The  NIAID  briefing  paper 
describing  the  study  said  it  “is  conceivable 
that  the  ability  of  a  participant  to  mount  an 
immune  response  to  a  different  AIDS  vac-

New  abortion  regs 
threaten  clinics 

WASHINGTON  —  President  Reagan’s 
threats  to  limit  abortions  are  being  carried 
out  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  (HHS).  HHS  Secretary 
Otis  R.  Bowen  announced  on  August  29 
new  rules  which  would  prohibit  clinics 
receiving  federal  money  from  providing 
abortion  counseling  or  referrals. 

Currently  the  federal  government,  under 
Title  X  of  the  1970  Public  Health  Act,  is 
providing  over  $142  million  for  family  plan¬ 
ning  services  and  related  activities  this  year 
through  3,900  clinics  that  serve  4.3  million 
people,  according  to  the  New  York  Times. 

“The  clinics  that  now  provide  family 
planning  services  could  not  ethically  operate 
under  the  proposed  regulations  because  they 
would  be  required  to  direct  poor  pregnant 
women  to  prenatal  care  only.  They  would  be 
unable  to  provide  these  women  with  inform¬ 
ation  on  all  health  care  options  available  to 
wealthier  women,  such  as  abortion,”  said 
Scott  R.  Swirling,  executive  director  of  the 
National  Family  Planning  and  Reproduc¬ 
tive  Health  Association.  Although  Title  X 
prohibits  federal  funds  from  being  used  “in 
programs  where  abortion  is  a  method  of 
family  planning,”  current  guidelines  require 
a  clinic  to  provide  counseling  for  all  options, 
including  abortion,  if  a  woman  requests  it. 

The  proposed  rules,  published  in  the 
Federal  Register,  may  be  commented  upon 
for  sixty  days.  The  government,  which  must 
“consider”  the  comments,  may  issue  the 
final  rules  at  that  time  which  will  have  the 
force  of  the  law. 

Alice  Davis,  of  Planned  Parenthood  in 
Cambridge,  said  the  Planned  Parenthood 
Federation  of  America  is  likely  to  file  suit 
against  the  government  over  the  new  rules. 
Until  legal  action  is  taken,  which  will  be 
after  the  60-day  comment  period,  the  organ¬ 
ization  is  asking  people  to  express  their 
disagreement  with  Reagan’s  plan  to  the 
President  himself  in  the  form  of  letters  and 
telegrams.

AIDS  test  results 
banned  from 
military  trial 

FORT  HUACHUCA,  AZ  —  A  military 
judge  has  ruled  that  the  Army’s  policy  of 
banning  AIDS  test  results  from  military  pro¬ 


ceedings  takes  precedence  over  current 
Department  of  Defense  (DOD)  policy  which 
allows  the  use  of  test  results  in  some  cases. 

The  ruling  was  made  by  Col.  Raymond 
Cole  in  courtmartial  proceedings  of  a  soldier 
on  trial  for  having  unprotected  sex  while 
knowing  he  carried  the  AIDS  virus,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  San  Francisco  Examiner. 

“The  Department  of  the  Army  letter  of 
February  1986  says  that  the  results  of  the 
AIDS  testing  may  not  be  used  in  military  ac¬ 
tion,”  said  Cole.  “This  case  is  frozen,  the 
situation  is  frozen.  Any  new  regulation  that 
comes  down  the  road  will  not  apply  to  this 
case.” 

The  Army  charges  that  Pfc.  Adrian  G. 
Morris,  27,  showed  “wanton  disregard  for 
human  life”  by  having  sex  with  two  women 
and  a  man  without  telling  them  he  carried 
HIV.

There’s  Something  I’ve  Been  Meaning  to 
Tell  You,  to  be  published  by  Naiad  Press 
within  the  next  two  years,  seeks  contribu¬ 
tions  from  women  and  men  who  are  birth  or 
natural  parents,  adoptive  parents,  co¬ 
parents,  significant  others  and  anyone 
whose  relationship  has  had  a  significant  im¬ 
pact  on  the  raising  process.  Contributions 
can  include  accounts  of  past  telling  or  show¬ 
ing  by  example  and  attitude,  present  telling 
or  showing  or  plans  for  future  handling  of 
the  situation. 

Those  putting  together  the  anthology  say 
they  are  “especially  anxious  to  hear  from 
any  unusual/minority  households. .  .and 
almost  any  configuration  that  is  not  ex¬ 
clusively  white,  middle  class  and  upwardly 
mobile.”

Texas  prison  dentist 
fired 

DALLAS,  TX  —  A  prison  dentist  who 
refused  to  treat  prisoners  with  AIDS  has 
been  fired  by  the  Texas  Department  of  Cor¬ 
rections. 

Dr.  David  T.  Spence  was  dismissed  from 
his  position  at  the  Coffield  prison  unit  near 
Palestine  in  northeast  Texas  after  he  said  he 
wanted  the  option  to  refuse  “treatment  for 
anyone  suspected  of,  or  diagnosed  with 
AIDS,  at  any  time,  now  or  in  the  future.” 

Although  Spence  is  not  the  only  dentist  in 
the  Texas  prison  system  (the  nation’s  third 
largest)  to  express  concern  about  the 
possibility  of  HIV  exposure  on  the  job,  his 
open  defiance  violated  department  policy 
that  forbids  medical  staff  from  withholding 
care,  according  to  the  Washington  Post. 

“I  don’t  think  we  had  much  choice,”  said 
David  Nunlelee  of  the  corrections  depart¬ 
ment.  “He  just  flat-out  said  he  wasn’t  going 
to  do  it.”

News  for 
welfare  moms 

MILWAUKEE,  WI  —  The  Welfare  War¬ 
riors,  a  group  of  AFDC  and  ex-AFDC 
mothers  here  has  begun  publishing  a 
newspaper  called  Welfare  Mothers  Voice. 
The  group  was  inspired  by  the  Marias,  a 
group  of  low-income  mothers  in  Mexico, 
and  aims  to  fight  for  dignity  and  respect  for 
welfare  mothers. 

In  addition  to  publishing  the  paper,  which 
will  include  writing  from  each  woman’s  ex¬ 
periences  rather  than  theory,  the  group  in¬ 
tends  to  do  workshops  in  Wisconsin  and 
around  the  country  on  impoverished 
mothers’  issues  and  political  organizing. 
Already  the  Welfare  Warriors  have  gar¬ 
nered  media  attention  by  doing  a  city-wide 
Speakout  for  Welfare  Mothers  in  which 
they  equated  the  Wisconsin 
Governor-elect’s  “workfare”  plans  to 
slavery,  according  to  Sojourner. 


Pat  Gowens,  who  works  with  the  Welfare 
Warriors,  said  of  the  group,  “Instead  of 
feeling  beaten  down,  as  I  had  dreaded,  by 
dealing  with  the  problems  of  poverty,  I’ve 
been  inspired  by  the  mothers’  in¬ 
dependence,  tenacity,  and  creativity.  The

Clerks  at  two  adult 
theaters  arrested  for 
selling  condoms 

ST.  PAUL,  MN  —  Two  clerks  at  adult 
movie  theaters  here  were  arrested  on  August 
17  for  violating  a  Minnesota  law  which  pro¬ 
hibits  the  sale  of  condoms  by  persons  not  in 
a  health  related  business.  The  clerks,  Peter 
Hafiz  and  Gennaro  Sposito,  were  released 
the  morning  after  their  arrest  when  the  City 
Attorney  discovered  the  law  had  been 
declared  unconstitutional  in  1980. 

Randall  Tigue,  attorney  for  the  theater 
owners,  charged  that  the  arrests  were 
retaliatory  because  the  theaters  had  recently 
obtained  a  court  order  blocking  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  a  city  ordinance  requiring  the  doors 
be  removed  from  movie  booths  in  adult 
theaters.  Both  theaters  had  been  the  target 
of  protests  by  neighborhood  groups 
organized  by  City  Council  member  Bill 
Wilson,  charging  that  sex  occurred  in  the 
booths. 

“These  arrests  are  a  transparent  attempt 
by  certain  people  in  St.  Paul  to  retaliate 
against  us  because  we  got  a  court  order 
blocking  their  ordinance  saying  there  can’t 
be  doors  on  movie  booths,”  Tigue  said.  “If 
there  is  another  reason  to  enforce  an  un¬ 
constitutional  ordinance,  the  reason 
escapes  me.  Why  enforce  it  against  the 
bookstores  and  not  against  gas  stations  or 
hotels  and  hotels  where  you  can  buy  con¬ 
doms  in  dispensers?” 

Saint  Paul  Police  Chief  William  McCut- 
cheon  said  he  was  shocked  that  the  law  ap¬ 
parently  was  void  but  commended  his  of¬ 
ficers  for  attempting  to  reduce  prostitution 
in  the  neighborhood.  “I  don’t  expect  my  of¬ 
ficers  to  know  what  goes  on  in  every  court  in 
this  land,”  he  said.  “I  just  applaud  my  of¬ 
ficers  for  trying  to  enforce  the  law.”

The  right  to  ride 

BOSTON  —  Four  people  in  wheelchairs 
chained  themselves  together  in  front  of  a  ci¬ 
ty  bus  to  protest  lack  of  accessible  public 
transportation  in  Boston.  The  demonstra¬ 
tion  at  the  Park  Street  subway  station  high¬ 
lighted  the  inaccessibility  of  the  mass  transit 
system  and  the  Ride  —  state  funded  vans  for 
the  use  of  disabled  people. 

“The  Ride  is  not  acceptable  for  one 
because  it’s  segregated,”  said  Linda 


Schneiderman  of  the  Disabled  People’s 
Liberation  Front.  “And  the  Ride  doesn’t 
run  the  same  number  of  hours.  You  have  to 
call  them  a  week  in  advance  to  make  an  ap¬ 
pointment  [to  use  the  Ride]  and  they  can  call 
you  the  night  before  to  cancel.” 

“Disabled  people  are  engaged  in  a  Civil 
Rights  struggle,”  proclaimed  a  DPLF  flyer 
distributed  to  onlookers  at  the  demonstra¬ 
tion.  “We  are  being  segregated,  exploited 
and  discriminated  against.  Like  minorities, 
women,  lesbians  and  gays  we  are  protesting 
society’s  oppression. ..Please  do  not  advise 
us  to  legislate,  petition  and  write  to  our  con¬ 
gressman.  We  have  done  all  those  things  and 
many  groups  are  still  doing  them;  still,  the 
pace  of  that  type  of  improvement  is  unac¬ 
ceptably  slow.  We  will  ride.  We  will  practice 
civil  disobedience.”

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Porn  star  Donovan  dies 

Casey  leaves  legacy  of  films  and  advice

Casey  Donovan,  porn  star,  fashion  model 
and  advice  columnist,  died  of  AIDS-related 
complications  on  August  10  at  age  43.  His 
legendary  career  began  in  the  early  1970s 
and  can  be  viewed  as  a  barometer  of  the 
trends  and  changes  in  the  gay  movement. 

In  1971,  Donovan  (who  was  born  Calvin 
Culver)  appeared  in  the  landmark  X-rated 
film  Boys  in  the  Sand,  which  single- 
handedly  yanked  the  gay  porn  genre  out  of 
the  closet.  “It  was  the  first  time  a  gay  porno 
film  had  played  a  legit  art  house  [the  55th 
Street  Playhouse  in  New  York 
City]. .  .[Wakefield  Poole,  the  director,) 
ran  big  ads  in  the  New  York  Times,  full 
pages  in  the  Village  Voice,"  Donovan  told 
Stallion  magazine  in  1985.  The  film  was  a 
big  hit  at  the  box  office,  appealing  to  gay 
audiences  and  many  “sexually  progressive” 
straights.  It  was  the  first  porn  film  to  be 
reviewed  by  Variety.  Donovan  often  recall¬ 
ed  with  great  dismay  the  racist  response  he 
received  from  many  people  over  his  inter¬ 
racial  sex  sequence  with  Black  porn  star 
Tommy  Moore  in  Boys  in  the  Sand. 

In  the  mid-70s  be  began  writing  “Letters 
to  Casey,”  an  advice  column  in  Stallion  for 
gay  men.  His  gay-positive  attitude  never 
diminished,  even  as  the  AIDS  epidemic  be¬ 
gan  to  take  hold.  “I  could  see  that  I  might  be 
able  to  help  some  men  become  happy  homo¬ 
sexuals  —  and  as  it’s  turned  out,  it’s  been 
wonderful  for  me,"  he  once  said. 

Besides  Boys,  his  film  credits  also  include 
the  classic!.  A.  Tool  &  Die,  Heatstroke  and 
Boys  in  the  Sand  II,  a  1984  sequel  released 
thirteen  years  after  the  original.  At  the  time 
of  the  film’s  release,  Wakefield  Poole  ex¬ 
plained  the  unorthodox  use  of  the  40-year- 
old  Donovan  in  the  youth-obsessed  porn  in¬ 
dustry.  The  director  said  his  objective  was  to 
show  what  Casey’s  “...life  is  like 
now... twelve  years  later  —  to  show  that 


he’s  still  going  strong.” 

In  more  recent  times  Casey  performed  in 
the  Gay  Men’s  Health  Crisis’  safer  sex  film. 
Chances  of  a  Lifetime.  His  goal,  as  stated  in 
a  Stallion  interview,  was  “being  a  good  role 
model  —  and  showing  young  men  that  it’s 
possible  to  keep  it  together  even  at  twice 
their  ages!”D

lifestyle  and  toward  God’s  design  that  is 
heterosexuality.” 

“I’m  very  angry  with  the  old  boys  net¬ 
work,”  said  Denman.  “It  was  so  well  greas¬ 
ed.  What  other  court  system  would  allow 
the  complainant  [Bashore]  to  choose  the 
judge?  To  watch  Irons  and  Bashore  working 
together . . .  Bashore  and  I  always  had  a 
good  relationship.  I  trusted  that  man  and  I 
honored  him.  I  can’t  honor  him  any¬ 
more.  . ..  Bashore  prostituted  himself.” 

“If  the  church  fears  anything  more  than 
self-respecting  gay  men  and  lesbians  it  is 
equality,”  Denman  said  at  a  press  con¬ 
ference  outside  the  trial.  “I  will  not  tolerate 
this  sort  of  response  to  me.  I  will  live  out  my 
love  for  another  woman  without  their  judg¬ 
ment.” 

Denman  expressed  respect  for  the 
Methodist  jurors  who  gave  the  lightest  possi¬ 
ble  sentence  in  the  trial.  She  said  she  was  not 
surprised  the  jury  found  her  guilty  of  being  a 
practicing  lesbian.  “They  didn’t  have  much 
of  a  choice.  I  mean  does  she  or  doesn’t  she 
[practice  lesbianism]?”  Denman  asked 
rhetorically. 

In  its  statement  at  the  end  of  the  trial  the 
jury  asserted,  “We  affirm  the  social  princi¬ 
ple  of  the  1984  Book  of  Discipline  which 
states,  ‘homosexual  persons  no  less  than 
heterosexual  persons  are  individuals  of 
sacred  worth  who  need  the  ministry  and 
guidance  of  the  church  in  their  struggle  for 
human  fulfillment  as  well  as  the  spiritual 
and  emotional  care  of  a  fellowship  which 
enables  reconciling  relationships  with  God, 
with  others  and  with  self.’  It  is  not  clear  to 
us  that  the  Rev.  Rosemary  Denman  has  re¬ 
ceived  adequate  spiritual  and  emotional  care 
of  such  in  reconciling  fellowship  within  the 
United  Methodist  Church.” 

Following  the  trial  the  head  juror,  Janet 
Smith-Ruston,  a  minister  from  South 
Walpole,  Massachusetts,  told  GCN,  “I 
believe  God  wants  for  us  fulfillment,  a  life 
of  care  and  in  our  lifetime  the  realization  of 
love.  I  believe  God  affirmed  whole  relation¬ 
ships  and  it  is  only  up  to  God,  Rosemary 
and  Winnie  to  decide  if  their  relationship  is 
whole.” 

A  number  of  Methodist  ministers  who  at¬ 
tended  the  trial  wore  pink  triangles  in  sup¬ 


port  of  Denman.  “Unfortunately  most  of 
the  people  here  [at  the  trial]  have  come  to 
look  at  this  [case]  in  a  legislative  sense:  if 
you  don’t  follow  the  rules,  you  can’t  play 
the  game,”  said  Mark  Henderson,  a  minis¬ 
ter  from  Gofftown,  New  Hampshire,  who 
donned  a  pink  triangle.  “But  this  is  a  case 
that  should  transcend  church  law. 
Presumably ...  we  teach  [that]  there  are 
things  far  greater  than  law.” 

“The  majority  of  clergy  believe  it  is  not 
right  to  see  homosexuality  as  incompatible 
with  Christianity.  [They  also  believe] 
Rosemary  Denman  has  not  done  anything 
wrong,”  said  Wellesley,  Massachusetts 
minister  Richard  Warding,  who  also  wore  a 
pink  triangle. 

Denman  was  suspended  until  June  of 
1988  when  the  Executive  Session  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Annual  [United  Methodist] 
Conference  will  meet.  By  that  time  the 
church  will  have  reconsidered  its  position  on 
lesbian  and  gay  ministers  at  an  April  con¬ 
ference  in  St.  Louis. 

Regardless  of  the  church’s  decision  in 
April,  Denman  said  she  has  no  desire  to  re¬ 
main  a  minister  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
“My  theology  has  broadened  to  the  point 
that  I  could  not  be  confined  within  the 
parameters  of  Methodist  theology,”  she 
said.  Denman  is  anticipating  becoming  a 
minister  within  the  Unitarian  Universalist 
Church.

Firefighter’s  appeals 
hearing  heats  up 

In  wake  of  3rd  suspension,  an  11 -year  veteran  of  Boston's 
fire  department  finally  names  names

BOSTON  —  An  appeals  hearing  on  the 
recent  five-day  suspension  of  a  Black  gay 
firefighter  ended  in  dramatic  allegations  of 
homophobic  and  racist  harassment  in  the 
Boston  Fire  Department.  The  charges  made 
by  firefighter  Robert  Jackson  include 
allegations  against  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn’s 
brother  and  have  been  met  with  outrage  by 
the  Boston  department. 

Jackson,  who  has  been  publicly  battling 
the  fire  department  since  April  of  this  year 
(see  GCN,  Vol.  14,  No.  39),  was  suspended 
without  pay  for  “failure  to  go  through  the 
[department’s]  Information  Office  prior  to 
making  official  public  comments  on  depart¬ 
mental  matters.” 

In  a  letter  to  Jackson,  Boston  Fire 
Department  Commissioner  Leo  Stapleton 
elaborated  on  these  charges:  “It  appears 
that  you  are  circumventing  departmental, 
union  and  administrative  appeal  procedures 
in  favor  of  making  public  complaints  in  vi¬ 
olation  of  Departmental  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions.  Your  conduct  is  unbecoming  of  a 
[firefighter] . .  .because  you  refuse  to  engage 
in  any  procedures  designed  to  remedy  the 
problems  which  you  bring  to  the  public 
through  the  media.  Further  you  give  the 
public  a  misleading  view  of  the  department 
by  stating  that  nothing  has  been  done  to  ad¬ 
dress  your  concerns  about  yourself  and 
emergency  operations.” 

While  Jackson  has  spoken  to  numerous 
media  sources  in  the  past  five  months,  the 
fire  department  has  focused  on  newspaper 
articles  in  the  lesbian  and  gay  press,  an  inter¬ 
view  conducted  on  local  station  WROR’s 
gay  radio  program,  Boston’s  Other  Voice, 
and  a  television  interview  appearing  on 
Boston  television  station  WNEV’s  Urban 
Update. 

At  the  hearing  Jackson  was  pressed  to 
give  names  and  dates  of  incidents  of  harass¬ 
ment.  Jackson  responded  by  naming  Staple- 
ton,  Dennis  Flynn  and  a  number  of  officers 
and  firefighters.  Jackson  accused  Flynn  of 
sexually  taunting  him  approximately  ten 
years  ago  and  again  within  the  last  year. 

Fire  Department  Information  Officer 
Matthew  Corbett  read  a  statement  prepared 
by  Dennis  Flynn  refuting  Jackson’s  charges. 
Flynn  said  he  hardly  knows  Jackson  and 
called  the  charges  “some  desperate  attempt 
to  bail  himself  [Jackson]  out  of  whatever 
problems  he  has.” 

Stapleton  was  quoted  in  the  Boston 
Herald  as  saying  Jackson’s  charges  were 
“slanderous  remarks”  and  “beyond 
credibility.”  “It’s  really  sad  to  think  that 
such  an  attack  could  be  made  against  a  man 
like  Flynn,  ”  said  Stapleton. 

“How  can  [Stapleton]  say  [Jackson’s 
charges]  are  not  true  if  they  didn’t  in-

vestigate  the  facts,”  said  Jackson’s  lover 
Randy.  Randy,  who  asked  that  his  last  name 
not  be  used,  said  Jackson  had  told  him 
about  the  harassment  by  Flynn  eight  years 
ago. 

Randy,  who  said  he  will  speak  out 
because  Jackson  cannot  do  so,  maintains 
that  Jackson  is  being  harassed  by  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Jackson  was  suspended  for  five  days 
in  June  of  this  year  for  displaying  “dis¬ 
respect  or  insolence  to  a  superior.”  He  was 
also  fired  by  the  department  in  1979  and  was 
reinstated  a  year  later  following  an  appeal. 
Randy  claimed  the  department  is  doing  their 
“best  to  ruin  his  [Jackson’s]  credibility.” 

Jackson  refused  to  comment  on  the  case 
due  to  his  recent  suspension.  In  the  past 
Jackson  has  asserted  his  right  to  speak 
publicly  about  his  personal  experiences 
within  the  fire  department.  These  ex¬ 
periences,  he  maintained,  are  not  in  the 
same  category  as  fire  department  business 
which  is  regulated  by  the  Information  Of¬ 
fice. 

According  to  Corbett,  “personal  ex- 
perience[s]  fall  under  [the  Information  Of¬ 
ficer’s  jurisdiction],  especially  when  they 
aren’t  true.”  Corbett,  who  is  in  charge  of 
giving  firefighters  permission  to  speak  to  the 
media,  added,  “I  wouldn’t  grant  him  per¬ 
mission  to  talk  at  any  time.  That  type  of  per¬ 
son  I  basically  would  not  [let  talk  to  the 
media].” 

Jackson,  who  was  represented  at  the  hear¬ 
ing  by  attorney  David  Grayer,  is  attempting 
to  fundraise  to  cover  his  legal  costs.  Dona¬

Festival  burned  out 

Sierra  forest  fire  robs  lesbians  of  West  Coast 
cultural  gathering

YOSEMITE,  CA  —  Raging  forest  fires 
have  forced  the  cancellation  of  the  West 
Coast  Women’s  Music  and  Comedy 
Festival,  scheduled  for  the  Labor  Day 
weekend. 

One-hundred  and  fifty  women  and  six 
children  evacuated  the  site  of  the  festival  on 
September  1 .  According  to  festival  producer 
Robin  Tyler,  the  fire  was  smoldering  on 
both  sides  of  the  road  used  for  the  evacua¬ 
tion.  “We  could  see  flames  on  either  side  of 
us,”  said  Tyler. 

The  fire  has  currently  consumed  37,000 
acres  of  land  in  the  Yosemite  area. 

The  blaze,  touched  off  by  heat  lightning 
and  dry  weather,  caused  telephones  at  the 
festival  site  to  be  out  of  order  on  August  30. 
Electricity  was  cut  off  the  following  day. 

Michelle  Crone,  a  festival  coordinator, 
said  she  believes  the  women  on  the  site  were 
never  in  serious  danger.  The  women  prepar¬ 
ing  for  the  festival  included  rangers  and 
firefighters  who  constantly  monitored  the 
situation. 

Tyler  noted  that  California  rangers  sta¬ 


tioned  at  a  command  post  six  miles  away 
never  came  to  the  festival  site  with  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  fire.  Rangers  provided 
assistance  only  after  the  women  decided  to 
evacuate  and  notified  local  authorities. 

According  to  Tyler,  the  evacuation  was 
calm  and  orderly.  “I’m  just  grateful  that  no 
one  was  injured,”  she  said. 

Women  who  have  purchased  tickets  for 
the  festival  will  be  contacted  in  the  next  few 
weeks,  said  Tyler,  who  reported  the  bulk  of 
the  festival’s  money  has  already  been  spent. 
As  GCN  goes  to  press,  festival  organizers 
are  sorting  through  their  books  to  decide 
how  to  deal  with  the  ticket  holders. 

Tyler,  who  also  produces  the  Southern 
Women’s  Music  and  Comedy  Festival,  said 
she  expects  both  festivals  to  take  place  next 
year.

Sexual  photos  inappropriate 
and  nauseating 

Dear  GCN: 

I  am  appalled!  I  am  a  university  student 
and  a  fairly  new  subscriber  to  GCN.  As  I 
flipped  through  the  August  issue  (9-15),  1 
expected,  as  usual,  to  find  informative  ar¬ 
ticles  on  the  international,  national,  and 
local  level.  1  expected  to  be  educated  about 
current  issues  and  informed  about  events 
that  concern  the  gay  community.  I  also  an¬ 
ticipated  some  humor  along  the  way!  Your 
newspaper  usually  makes  me  THINK  about 
current  issues  and  it  captures  my  interest 
with  advertisements,  classified  ads,  calen¬ 
dars,  and  commentaries.

Whether  you  like  it  or  not,  GCN,  you 
represent  the  homosexual  community,  as 
diverse  as  we  are.  I  hope  that  in  the  future 
you  will  represent  our  community  in  a  man¬ 
ner  more  generally  respected.

Bi’s  march  on  Washington 

Dear  GCN: 

The  National  March  on  Washington  for 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  is  going  to  be  the 
most  impressive  display  of  lesbian  and  gay 
pride  and  solidarity  ever  seen  in  this  coun¬ 
try.  Can  bisexuals  afford  to  sit  back  and 
watch  this  event  unfold  on  national  TV? 
Not  a  chance.  In  August,  the  National 
Steering  Committee  of  the  March  on 
Washington  approved  a  proposal  for  a  Na¬ 
tional  Bisexual  Contingent,  submitted  by 
the  East  Coast  Bisexual  Network  (ECBN). 
Now,  bisexual  men  and  women  nationwide 
have  to  get  out  there  and  march  on  October 
1 1th,  and  get  out  there  as  bisexuals. 

These  are  dangerous  times  for  bi’s.  Nearly 
every  day  we  are  treated  to  some  nasty, 
biphobic  media  coverage  of  bisexuals  and 
AIDS.  Bi’s  are  as  victimized  by  the  anti¬ 
choice/anti-sex  agenda  of  the  Reagan  Ad¬ 
ministration  as  are  lesbians  and  gays.  We 
confront  the  same  hostilities,  the  same 
discriminations.  The  pending  Bork  Supreme 
Couri  appointment  further  threatens  bisex¬ 
ual  civil  liberties. 

Gay  liberation  is  our  liberation,  so  we 
have  to  work  for  gay  causes  at  every  oppor¬ 
tunity.  The  list  of  demands  drawn  up  by  the 
March  organizers  express  many  of  our  con¬ 
cerns.  However,  bisexual  and  gay  issues 
aren’t  identical.  We  can’t  let  gays  represent 
us  in  D.C.  We  have  to  go  there  ourselves,  as 
bisexuals,  to  speak  openly  and  vociferously 
as  a  separate  and  vital  contingent.  We  must 
achieve  some  visibility  on  our  own  terms  in¬ 
stead  of  passing  as  either  heterosexuals  or 
gays.  It’s  a  matter  of  pride,  and  survival. 

Why  travel  to  D.C.  and  melt  into  a  gay  af¬ 
finity  group  or  organization  when  you 
aren’t  a  gay  or  lesbian?  Once  we  begin  to 
publicly  claim  our  bisexual  identities,  we 
will  no  longer  go  unacknowledged  or  left 
out.  The  very  fact  that  the  March  isn’t  called 
“The  Lesbian,  Gay  and  Bisexual  March  on 
Washington”  is  symptomatic  of  the  fact 
that  we  haven’t  been  visible  enough,  as  bi’s, 
within  the  gay  community.  Our  bisexual 
rights  will  be  protected  and  promoted  only 
when  we  begin  to  organize  locally,  regional¬ 
ly  and  nationally. 

Marching  on  Washington  as  bisexuals 
gives  us  our  first  chance  to  affirm  our  bisex¬ 
ual  pride  nationally.  Also,  we  get  to  meet 
bi’s  from  all  over  the  country.  Please  get  in 
touch  with  us  if  you’d  like  to  march  with  the 
Bisexual  Contingent.  Let  us  know  if  you’d 
be  interested  in  forming  or  joining  a  delega¬ 
tion  in  your  region.  The  more  people  help¬ 
ing,  the  more  people  we’ll  get  down  there.

Letter-writing  for  our  rights 

Dear  GC7V: 

The  gay  and  lesbian  community 
throughout  this  state  is  under  attack.  In  the 
city  of  Boston  alone,  there  were  135  cases  of 
anti-gay  violence  last  year.  It  is  estimated 
that  80%  of  violent  attacks  against  gays  go 
unreported  because  of  the  victim’s  fear  of 
loss  of  job  when  it  becomes  known  that 
he/she  is  gay.  We  have  an  opportunity  to 
stem  the  tide  of  brutality  that  threatens  the 
lives  and  happiness  of  600,000  men  and 
women  across  the  state  on  a  daily  basis. 
Passage  of  the  Massachusetts  Gay  Civil 
Rights  Bill,  H.5469,  would  be  a  major  step 
forward  in  protecting  members  of  our  com¬ 
munity  from  this  intolerable  abuse. 

The  lack  of  a  comprehensive,  statewide 
gay  rights  bill  sends  a  clear  message  to 
criminals  that  gays  are  easy  marks,  that 
society  does  not  care  enough  about  us  to 
protect  us  from  discrimination  and  from 
life-threatening  violence.  The  Gay  Civil 
Rights  Bill  is  a  long  overdue  means  of  cor¬ 
recting  years  of  injustice  and  suffering. 

On  behalf  of  the  Greater  Boston  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Alliance,  I  urge  each  and  every  per¬ 
son  in  this  state  to  write  a  letter  to  his/her 
senator  supporting  passage  of  this  bill. 

Your  letter  or  phone  call  can  make  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  success  and  defeat.  Every 
one  of  us  has  the  potential  and  the  power  to 
be  an  effective  lobbyist  and  organizer.  By 
helping  friends,  neighbors,  and  co-workers 
to  write  letters  and  to  address  envelopes,  we 
are  educating  others  and  taking  a  certain 
amount  of  control  over  our  own  destinies. 

There  are  no  acceptable  excuses  for  inac¬ 
tion.  The  time  is  NOW.  The  Gay  Rights  Bill 
is  within  as  little  as  one  vote  of  passing  the 
Senate  and  being  signed  into  law.  Five  or  ten 
letters  from  constituents  to  a  state  senator 
may  very  well  decide  that  legislator’s  vote. 
Surely  now,  more  than  ever  before,  when  we 
are  so  close  to  a  resounding  success,  we  must 
challenge  ourselves.  We  must  cast  aside 
doubt  and  fear;  we  must  find  the  strength  to 
mobilize  ourselves  and  our  friends  to  work 
for  gay  civil  rights  and  for  the  dignity  and 
liberty  of  all  people. 

Passage  of  the  Massachusetts  Gay  Civil 
Rights  Bill  is  a  dream  worth  making  sac¬ 
rifices  for.  As  chair  of  the  Alliance,  I  care 
deeply  about  the  fate  of  this  bill.  Members 
of  the  Alliance  share  this  commitment. 
That’s  why,  for  the  first  time  in  the 
Alliance’s  history,  we  have  formed  a  com¬ 
mittee  dedicated  to  this  bill’s  passage.  Our 
hope  is  that  our  example  of  involvement,  of 
working  with  a  broad-based  gay  and  straight 
civil  rights  coalition,  will  set  a  precedent  for 
addressing  other  progressive  issues  in  the 
future. 

No  one  individual  or  group  of  individuals 
can  claim  exclusive  access  to  the  banner  of 
justice;  neither  the  Alliance  nor  any  other 
group  can  carry  it  on  all  the  journeys  it 
needs  to  make.  Only  through  empower¬ 
ment,  through  inclusionary  politics  in  which 
the  ultimate  goal  is  to  educate  and  activate 
all  citizens,  particularly  those  whose  rights 
are  threatened,  will  the  cause  of  justice  be 
served. 

The  Gay  Rights  Bill  presents  us  all  with  a 
powerful  opportunity  to  involve  hundreds, 
thousands  of  people  in  the  struggle  for  our 
civil  rights.  It  is  an  opportunty  1  hope  all  will 
take  advantage  of:  by  writing  letters,  by  in¬ 
volving  others,  by  organizing  within  our 
own  communities.

Laurie  Sherman’s  article  on  safe  sex  for 
lesbians  is  to  be  commended  for  providing 
information  with  the  assumption  that  each 
woman  has  the  right  to  decide  for  herself 
how  to  think  about  her  sexual  behavior  in 
the  age  of  AIDS.  She  strives  hard  to  convey 
a  pro-sex  message,  as  well  as  a  safe  sex 
message,  but  here  she  only  partially  suc¬ 
ceeds. 

The  appropriate  context  for  discussing 
lesbians  and  AIDS,  and  the  only  one  that 
can  adequately  resist  both  AIDS  hysteria 
and  an  anti-sex  bias,  is  an  overall  discussion 
of  lesbian  health.  If  our  concern  is  illness 
and  death  in  our  community,  AIDS  is  one 
piece  of  the  picture.  But  because  lesbian  sex¬ 
ual  practices  that  do  not  involve  contact 
with  blood  do  not  carry  a  high  risk  for 
transmitting  the  AIDS  virus,  I  believe  there 
are  far  more  serious  threats  to  the  life  and 
health  of  our  community  than  AIDS. 

The  most  obvious  example  of  my  point  is 
breast  cancer,  which  strikes  one  out  of  every 
eleven  women.  Read  that  again:  ONE  OUT 
OF  EVERY  ELEVEN  WOMEN.  Lesbians 
may  indeed  be  at  higher  risk  than  heterosex¬ 
ual  women  because  fewer  of  us  have  been 
pregnant,  and  women  who  have  never  been 
pregnant  are  at  higher  risk  for  this  disease. 

The  five-year  mortality  rate  for  discussing 
cancer  is  over  30  percent.  In  absolute 
numbers,  about  100,000  cases  are  diagnosed 
a  year  and  each  year  about  30,000  women 
die.  Breast  cancer  may  be  preventable 
through  proper  diet,  and  early  detection 
through  self-examination,  and  appropriate 
health  care  can  mean  the  difference  between 
life  and  death.  For  example,  the  ten-year 
survival  rate  is  almost  twice  as  high  if  the 
tumor  is  discovered  when  it  is  less  than  two 
centimeters,  than  if  the  tumor  is  discovered 
at  the  more  advanced  stage  of  more  than 
five  centimeters. 

Let’s  take  another  one:  smoking.  This 
year,  lung  cancer  surpassed  breast  cancer  as 
the  leading  cancer-related  cause  of  death  for 
women.  For  more  than  a  decade  the  percen¬ 
tage  of  women  smoking  has  dramatically  in¬ 
creased,  and  women  as  a  group  have  more 
trouble  quitting  than  do  men  as  a  group. 
Morbidity  and  mortality  associated  with 
smoking  can  be  dramatically  reduced  by  an 
apparently  simple  change  in  behavior  — 
stopping  smoking.  As  a  community  we  have 
evolved  no  risk  reduction  strategies  for  les¬ 
bian  smokers. 

In  this  context,  remember  that  there  has 
been  only  one  reported  case  of  suspected 
transmission  of  HIV  infection  through  les¬ 
bian  sexual  activity.  Specifically,  a  woman 
with  AIDS  who  was  an  IV  drug  user  appears 
to  have  transmitted  the  virus  to  another

woman  through  sexual  behavior  which  in¬ 
cluded  “digital  and  oral  contact  with  the 
vagina  [of  the  woman  with  AIDS]  and  oral 
contact  with  her  anus.”  This  activity  occur¬ 
red  while  the  woman  with  AIDS  was  men¬ 
struating,  and  the  researchers  describe  that 
“both  women  had  vaginal  bleeding  as  a 
result  of  traumatic  sexual  activity.” 

Although  it  might  appear  that  the  atten¬ 
tion  being  paid  to  the  risk  of  lesbians  con¬ 
tracting  AIDS  is  a  result  of  the  fact  that  the 
disease,  in  its  full-blown  form,  is  fatal,  I 
believe  that  explanation  is  insufficient.  Les¬ 
bians  with  a  family  history  of  breast  cancer 
who  do  not  change  their  diet  and  do  self¬ 
exams,  lesbians  over  40  who  do  not  get 
mammograms,  lesbians  who  smoke,  all 
directly  court  death,  and  our  community  is 
silent.  I  believe  that  sensational  discussions 
of  lesbians  and  AIDS  outside  a  context  of 
total  lesbian  health  are  by-products  of  our 
difficulty  in  addressing  our  sexuality,  of  our 
sexual  repression  which,  in  and  of  itself,  is 
bad  for  the  overall  health  of  the  lesbian 
community.  In  other  words,  I  think  there  is 
so  much  focus  on  lesbians  and  AIDS 


because  it  is  about  sex,  not  because  it  is 
about  illness  and  death. 

If  illness  and  death  were  our  true  concern, 
even  the  discussion  of  lesbians  and  AIDS 
would  be  different.  Sharing  the  needles  and 
works  associated  with  IV  drug  use  are  a 
known  way  that  lesbians  get  AIDS.  The  risk 
to  our  community  is  not  that  “dirty”  les¬ 
bians  are  fucking  clean  sisters  and  giving 
them  the  disease;  lesbians  are  getting  AIDS 
because  they  use  drugs.  Ignoring  drug  abuse 
in  our  community  while  we  write  and  talk 
about  lesbian  “safe  sex”  guidelines  reflects 
a  race  and  class  bias  and  suggests  that  some 
lesbian  lives  need  not  be  saved. 

Our  sexuality  is  a  critical  part  of  our 
health.  When  we  accept  additional,  out¬ 
wardly  imposed  restrictions  on  our  sexual 
exploration  we  can  only  aggravate  the  self- 
imposed  restrictions  which  we  learned  from 
our  female  socialization  and  from  the  in¬ 
evitable  internalized  homophobia  which 
comes  as  a  part  of  this  culture.  We  lesbians 
need  greater  understanding  of  our  sexual 
practices,  of  the  role  of  sexuality  in  our 
lives,  of  the  development  of  each  of  us  as  a 
sexual  being,  and  of  the  sexual  history  of 
our  relationships.  We  need  to  talk  explicitly 
about  what  we  do  and  how  we  feel  about  it 
and  how  we  integrate  sex  into  the  rest  of  our 
lives.  We  need  above  all  an  open  climate 
about  our  sexuality  and  public  recognition 
among  ourselves  that  both  mortality,  in  the 
form  of  suicides,  and  morbidity,  in  the  form 
of  dysfunctional  lives,  result  from  our  sex¬ 
ual  repression. 

Consider  the  following  excerpt  from  the 
brochure  entitled,  “Lesbians  and  AIDS: 
What’s  the  Connection?,”  written  by  the 
Women’s  AIDS  Network  and  distributed  by 
the  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation: 

Am  I  At  Risk? 

Since  the  AIDS  virus  is  transmitted 
primarily  through  blood  and  semen, 
lesbians  who  may  be  at  risk  are 
those  who . . . 

Have  sexual  contact  with — 

— people  who  use  IV  drugs; ... 

— people  of  either  sex  whose 
sexual  histories  are  unknown; 

— people  who . . .  have  received  blood 
transfusions  or  blood  products 
between  1979-1985. 

If  this  is  supposed  to  make  you  worry 
about  the  woman  you  made  love  with  the 
first  night  you  met  her  and  every  night  for  a 
week  after  that  and  haven’t  seen  since,  and 
make  you  grateful  about  all  such  women 
you  wanted  to  make  love  with  and  didn’t,  it 
is  a  cruel  joke  indeed.  Remember,  there  is 
only  one  reported  case  of  sexual  transmis¬ 
sion  of  AIDS  or  HIV  infection  through  les¬ 
bian  sexual  practice,  and  those  practices  ex¬ 
plicitly  involved  exposure  to  blood. 

Each  lesbian  must  decide  for  herself 
whether  to  alter  her  sexual  practices  because 
of  AIDS.  But  the  information  she  needs  to 
make  a  choice  should  explicitly  validate  sex¬ 
ual  activity  and  exploration  (which  Laurie 
Sherman’s  article  did)  and  should  accurately 
discuss  the  risk  of  HIV  infection  in  the  con¬ 
text  of  other  risks  of  death  and  serious  ill¬ 
ness  for  lesbians  (which  Laurie  Sherman’s 
article  did  not);  otherwise,  the  information 
does  not  foster  optimal  lesbian  health. 
Rather,  it  both  fosters  and  reflects  inter¬ 
nalized  homophobia  and  sexual  repression. 

A  San  Francisco  lesbian  health  worker  ac¬ 
tive  on  AIDS  issues  said  last  year  that  she 
would  rather  that  hundreds  of  lesbians 
never  make  love  again  than  that  one  lesbian 
develop  an  HIV  illness.  Such  an  attitude  sees 
greater  danger  in  a  multitude  of  sexual  prac¬ 
tices  which  have  never  been  found  to 
transmit  the  AIDS  virus  and  sees  no  danger 
in  total  repression  and  denial  of  our  sexuali¬ 
ty. 

It  is  hard  to  watch  our  gay  brothers  die 
from  a  virus  transmitted  through  their  sex¬ 
ual  practices.  Understandably,  that  makes 
us  examine  our  sexual  practices  as  well. 
AIDS  has  also  called  mainstream  attention 
to  gay  male  sexuality,  making  it  easy  for  les¬ 
bians  to  feel  more  invisible  than  ever.  AIDS 
is  our  issue,  because  we  face  the  increase  in 
homophobia,  because  we  are  both  paid  and 
volunteer  AIDS  workers,  and  because  we 
rightfully  feel  solidarity  with  gay  men.  And 
it  is  our  responsibility  to  educate  our  com¬ 
munity  about  health  and  illness,  including 
everything  that  is  known  about  transmission 


of  the  AIDS  virus.  But  the  perception  of  our 
risk  of  contracting  AIDS  should  not  be  dis¬ 
torted,  and  our  response  must  keep  these 
two  priorities  always  in  mind: 

•  Each  lesbian  must  determine  her  own  sex¬ 
ual  practices  based  upon  accurate  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  transmission  of  AIDS  provid¬ 
ed  in  the  context  of  promoting  the  health  of 
our  community;  and 

•  Positive  sexuality  is  critical  to  lesbian 
health.  We  need  to  foster,  not  discourage, 
lesbian  sexual  expression. 

So,  next  week,  will  GCN  run  a 
centerspread  on  breast  cancer?

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Behind  the 
Gold  Lame  Curtain 

Reporter  investigates  reality  behind  rumors  of  Eastern 
European  cafe  society.

write  in  reaction  to  several  reports 
published  in  Western  Europe  (e.g.  Ian 
Christie’s  article  in  the  January- 
February  1987  issue  of  Gay  Scotland ,  “Are 
Reds  Going  Pink?”)  to  the  effect  that  in 
East  Germany,  Yugoslavia,  Poland, 
Czechoslovakia  and  Hungary,  “there  are 
now  recognized  gay  organizations  and,  in 
addition,  there  are  gay  cafes,  pubs  and 
discos.”  1  have  just  visited  for  seven  weeks 
in  the  latter  three  countries  and  offer  a 
highly  subjective  view. 

From  an  out  of  print  edition  of  The  Spar- 
ticus  Guide  I  had  obtained  a  list  of  gay 
meeting  places  in  Czechslovakia  and 
Poland  but,  in  the  rush  to  get  away,  missed 
the  Hungarian  listings. 

In  Gdansk  and  Krakow,  Poland,  and  in 
Prague,  Czechoslovakia,  lesbian/gay  peo¬ 
ple  share  their  meeting  places  with 
heterosexuals.  A  significant  factor  to  take 
into  account  is  time  of  day.  During  the 
daytime,  cafes  listed  in  Sparticus  are  so 
“mixed”  as  to  be  unrecognizable  as  gay  en¬ 
vironments,  but  in  the  evening  an  extremely 
subtle  gay  presence  may  be  discerned.  For 
example  in  Prague’s  Cafe  Europa  three  or 
four  tables  are  occupied  solely  by  men, 
quietly  —  one  might  almost  say,.inhibitedly 
—  sipping  their  drinks  and  chatting  in  low 
voices.  These  men,  in  their  thirties  and  for¬ 
ties,  are  interspersed  amongst  a  half  dozen 
mixed-sex  couples  ranging  in  age  from  late 
teens  to  mid-fifties,  also  subdued.  All  of  the 
latter  seem  to  be  straight. 

At  a  large  table  in  a  corner  six  or  eight 
people  in  their  late  teens  and  twenties  are 
thoroughly  enjoying  themselves  with  very 
few  inhibitions,  indeed.  They  are  of  both 
sexes.  The  only  hint  that  some  or  all  might 
be  gay  derives  from  their  unconventional 
appearance  and  their  joie  de  vivre. 

In  Prague,  Sparticus  listed  a  certain  disco 
as  being  another  “mixed”  gathering  place 
for  gay  people.  I  did  not  actually  attend 
but,  observing  those  entering  the  elevator, 
some  resembled  the  mixed  gender,  possibly 
gay  group  at  the  Europa. 

The  only  openly  gay  people  I  observed  in 


either  Poland  or  Czechoslovakia  were  at¬ 
tending  the  opera  in  Krakow.  I  identified 
the  two  men  in  the  front  of  my  box  as  gay 
because  in  the  dark  the  older,  in  his  mid¬ 
thirties,  periodically  caressed  the  shoulder 
and  hair  of  the  younger,  and  because  the 
younger  looked  strikingly  gay  in  both 
physical  attitude  and  clothing  (e.g.,  ex¬ 
tremely  tight-fitting  trousers). 

During  the  interval  I  immediately 
recognized  three  very  uninhibited  men  in 
their  twenties  as  gay.  They  seemed  to  want 
to  be  recognized  as  such.  They  very  much 
enjoyed  being  who  they  were  and  projecting 
that  to  others.  Suddenly  their  mood  chang¬ 
ed.  They  had  spotted  the  alluring  chap  from 
my  box  standing  completely  alone,  at  a 
distance.  The  three  men  gave  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  finding  this  sexy  newcomer 
very  attractive.  They  plotted  their  strategy 
and  one  finally  walked  the  distance  to  ap¬ 
proach  him.  After  a  few  minutes  of  chat,  he 
returned  to  his  friends,  a  bit  subdued. 

In  great  contrast  to  the  openness  of  this 
group  was  the  40-year-old  man  who  took 
me  home  with  him  from  the  Europa  in 
Prague.  Except  in  the  privacy  of  his  flat,  he 
was  extremely  circumspect.  (For  example, 
after  leading  me  from  the  cafe  with  his  eyes, 
he  walked  quite  a  distance  on  the  pavement 
with  no  further  acknowledgement  or 
backward  glance.  Finally,  it  was  /  who  had 
to  break  the  ice.)  He  was  willing  —  perhaps 
couldn’t  avoid  —  to  have  a  few  of  his 
neighbors  see  us  approach  the  bus  stop  very 
early  the  next  morning,  but  it  was  still  dark. 

On  to  Hungary,  without  benefit  of  Spar¬ 
ticus.  During  my  first  ten  days  I  search  in 
vain,  while  on  intermission  time  at  the 
opera,  for  uninhibited,  Krakow-type  chaps, 
hoping  to  ask  for  a  referral  to  a  gay  cafe. 
This  tactic  did  not  pay  off.  Then,  quite  by 
chance  —  asking  directions  on  a  bus  —  I 
met  a  gay  man  who  eventually  informed  me 
that  every  night  the  Egyetem  Eszpreszo,  in 
the  heart  of  Budapest,  turns  completely  gay 
and,  unlike  all  the  cafes  in  Prague,  which 
close  at  1 1  p.m.,  it  remains  open  until  three

very  word  I  write  I  write  with  bitter 
grief  and  sour  gall  well  mixed  with 
guilt  and  blame.  Even  today,  nine 
years  later,  here  in  prison,  I  can’t  devise  a 
way  to  combat  the  emotional  trauma  I  was 
subjected  to  at  age  12. 

Contrary  to  many  gays,  at  the  tender  age 
of  12,  I  came  out  as  a  transvestite  oblivious 
to  the  hardship  and  struggle  that  would 
soon  play  their  roles  in  my  rude  awakening. 
1  am  an  only  child.  I  had  a  loving,  support¬ 
ing  grandmother  who,  despite  my  transvest- 
itism,  loved,  accepted  and  encouraged  me.  1 
lived  with  her  that  particular  summer  while 
Mom  &  Dad  were  away  vacationing.  As  the 
summer  progressed,  so  did  my  ordeal.  1  liv¬ 
ed  in  a  small,  narrow-minded  town  where 
homosexuality  was  extremely  discreet,  if  at 
all  practiced. 

My  anticipation  of  rejection,  fear  and 
ridicule  was  confirmed  too  soon.  In  a  short 
time,  all  the  people  I  had  known  and  loved 
so  well  had  very  cruelly  washed  their  hands 
of  me.  I  was  now  a  misfitted  outcast.  In 
their  eyes,  I  was  now  an  insignificant  fag, 
devoid  of  feelings  and  emotions.  Their 
racially  motivated  attitudes  towards  my 
lifestyle  began  to  give  me  self-doubts.  I  had 
no  one  to  confide  in.  My  grandmother 
didn’t  understand,  so  I  would  go  out  back 
to  our  garden  and  there  I  would  sit,  my  self¬ 
esteem  sodden,  my  spirit  lacerated,  and  my 
faith  ragged.  They  say  pressure  can  burst  a 
pipe.  Well,  the  pressure  I  endured  was 
frightening.  They  made  a  spectacle  of  me, 
they  pointed,  laughed  and  openly  displayed 
their  distaste  for  me.  They  prodded  me  with 
personal  questions,  they  constantly  tried  to 
figure  and  analyze  me.  They  studied  me 
on  would  study  a  very  quiet  stream. 

Even  though  the  surface  appears  calm. 


the  depths  obscure  my  turmoil.  With 
childlike  faith,  I  began  to  battle  my  self¬ 
doubts.  Instead  of  giving  up  my  trans¬ 
vestism,  I  had  designed  for  myself  a 
framework  of  elaborate  justification  for  my 
actions  absolving  myself  of  any  pangs  of 
guilt.  Inside  me  a  war  was  raging.  I  was  like 
two  people.  I  felt  two  spirits.  In  combat, 
two  minds  seeking  control.  I  didn’t  under¬ 
stand  my  dual  identity.  As  my  confusion 
and  anger  surfaced,  so  did  the  man  in  me. 
But,  as  I  looked  in  the  mirror,  a  woman 
peered  back  at  me.  I  felt  complete  in  my 
overt  female  trappings.  I  would  stop  dress¬ 
ing  up  for  no  one.  The  only  thing  that  kept 
me  sane  was  my  first  love,  David. 

David  was  16.  He  was  a  lean,  lithe  swim¬ 
mer  with  a  combination  of  youth,  charm 
and  vulnerability  that  made  him  excep¬ 
tionally  attractive.  David  was  my 
everything.  I  was  crazy  for  him.  In  my  eyes, 
David  made  other  guys  obsolete.  How  I 
longed  for  those  hot  summer  days  to  turn  to 
nights  so  I  could  meet  him  secretly  in  our 
garden.  I  vividly  recall  our  last  night 
together.  David  had  come  to  end  our  rela¬ 
tionship.  He  could  no  longer  chance 
someone  discovering  our  forbidden  love. 
As  we  stood  in  the  garden  the  darkness 
enveloped  us.  The  marble  statues  were  all 
around  mocking  us,  laughing  at  love  gone 
awry,  for  now  we  were  like  them,  frozen 
and  cold. 

Despite  pain  and  loneliness  that  had  so 
overtaken  me,  I  absorbed  the  love  and  con¬ 
tinued.  But,  the  sudden  death  of  my  grand¬ 
mother  got  me  a  ticket  to  ride  the  emotional 
roller-coaster  which  took  me  to  a  mental 
hospital.  Like  a  nightmare  with  no  end, 
scenes  began  to  play  themselves  out  in  my

Virginia  Woolf  says  yes  to  Vita  in  Edna  O'Brien’s  play

esbians  and  like-minded  folks  in¬ 
terested  in  Virginia  Woolf  should  keep 
a  look  out  for  future  produc¬ 
tions  of  Edna  O’Brien’s  Virginia. 
Boston’s  new  Nora  Theatre  Group  gave  au¬ 
diences  a  spirited  introduction  to  Woolf’s 
life  and  loves  in  their  recent  two-week 
engagement  at  the  Lyric  Stage. 

Woolf’s  own  words  form  the  core  of 
O’Brien’s  script.  The  rarified  content  of 
much  of  Woolf’s 
work,  lines  like 
“But  is  it  founded 
upon  texture  or 
upon  structure,”  guarantee  a  challenge  to 
audience  and  actors  alike.  Fortunately  Mimi 
Huntington’s  Virginia  glides  through  these 
mind-bogglers.  Huntington’s  performance 
successfully  encompasses  the  range  of 
Woolf’s  emotional  tides,  from  giddy  teasing 
to  despair. 

After  a  cramped  encapsulation  of 
Woolf’s  childhood  and  adolescence,  the 
heart  of  the  play  focusses  on  her  marriage 
with  Leonard  Woolf  and  her  three-year  af¬ 
fair  with  Vita  Sackville-West.  The  contrast 
between  Leonard’s  cautiousness  and  Vita’s 
playfulness  is  central,  not  only  to  the  script 
but  also,  at  least  metaphorically,  to  Virginia 
Woolf’s  battle  for  creativity  and  sociability 
in  the  face  of  debilitating  depressions. 

Vita  is  introduced  to  the  script  after  the 
mold  of  Woolf’s  marriage  is  set: 
Virginia  has  come  through  a  period  of  in¬ 
stitutionalization  and  she  and  Leonard  are 
mutually  affectionate  and  caring.  Kippy 
Goldfarb  plays  Vita  with  a  lady-like  swag¬ 
ger,  carefully  balancing  her  erotic  power 
against  Virginia’s  intellectual  prowess  and 
emotional  frailty.  Their  coy  seduction 
scene  starts  off  with  flirtatious  sparring  and 
ends  with  decisive  lust. 


Yet  the  affair  was  as  limited  as  most  and 
is  written  out  of  the  script  by  the  end  of  the 
next  scene.  We’re  left  with  the  impression 
that  for  as  much  as  Virginia  enjoyed  a  sex¬ 
ual  love  affair  with  Vita,  and  the  companion¬ 
ship  of  other  female  friends,  her  marriage 
to  Leonard  was  necessary,  both  to  her  men¬ 
tal  stability  and  to  her  social  sense  of  self. 
The  line  “Life  and  a  lover.  It  does  not 
scan,”  conveys  the  predicament  Virginia 
apparently  could  not  transcend. 

Literary  acclaim,  the  stresses  of  World 
War  II,  and  increasing  depression  shape  the 
last  quarter  of  the  script.  Roger  Curtis 
makes  a  good  effort  in  the  difficult  role  of 
Leonard.  With  all  his  attention  to  Virginia’s 
equilibrium,  his  pity  mostly  overshadows 
his  passion  for  her  capabilities. 

With  Virginia  as  its  first  production, 
one  can’t  help  hoping  for  more  feminist 
productions  from  the  Nora  Theatre  Group.  □ 
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Sweeney  quickly  rose  to  national 
prominence  in  the  1985-86  season  of  NBC’s 
Saturday  Night  Live.  This  out-of-the-closet, 
gay  mate  funnyman  was  arguably  the  most 
radical  presence  seen  on  weekly  television, 
before  or  since.  His  infamous  portrayals  of 
Nancy  Reagan  became  the  highlight  of  that 
season,  but  then  he  dropped  out  of  sight. 
This  spring  Terry  resurfaced  as  a  guest  host 
on  Fox  Broadcasting’s  The  Late  Show 
where,  among  other  very  queer  things,  he 
did  a  Nancy  Reagan  strip  tease.  I  interview¬ 
ed  him  not  long  after  that  and  was  struck  by 
his  quick  sense  of  humor,  even  checking  the 
over-the-phone  microphone  became  hilar¬ 
ious.  "Testing,”  I  said.  “No!”  Terry  inter¬ 
rupted,  “No  testing!  No  mandatory  testing, 
education  for  the  children  in  elementary 
schools.  ”  We  talked  about  the  tough  Satur¬ 
day  Night  Live  year,  his  sense  of  spirituality 
and  his  various  projects  on  the  drawing 
board.  I  asked  him  if  he  remembered  Gay 
Community  News  from  his  early  days  in 
Boston  and  if  he  considered  it  a  ‘‘radical  les¬ 
bian  ’’paper,  as  Iso  often  hear  men  describe 
it.  He  said,  ‘‘Of  course  I  remember  GCN.  I 
was  a  radical  lesbian  at  the  time,  so  I  was 
grateful  to  have  a  paper  that  represented  my 
interests.  It  spoke  to  me!” 

GCN:  Did  you  write  all  of  your  own  materia I 
when  you  hosted  The  Late  Show? 

TS:  1  wrote  all  of  my  own  material  with  a  lot 
of  help  from  Lanier  Laney,  he’s  my  lover  of 
seven  years.  He  wrote  a  lot  of  my  stuff  with 
me  when  1  was  on  Saturday  Night  Live.  My 
husband  came  up  with  a  lot  of  the  brilliant 
ideas! 

GCN:  Is  Saturday  Night  Live  something  you 
don  7  like  to  talk  about?  Why  did  you  leave? 
TS:  It  was  a  very  mutual  decision.  There  was 
a  lot  of  conflict  between  myself  and  the 
Powers  That  Be  there.  There  was  a  sense 
that  I  really  couldn’t  do  what  I  wanted  to 
do.  Many  of  the  sketches  that  were  on  were 
the  result  of  a  tremendous  amount  of  strug¬ 
gle  and  fighting.  By  the  time  1  was  doing 
them  on  Saturday  I  was  so  aggravated  that 
there  had  been  so  much  politicking  and  so 
much  fighting  that  it  almost  didn’t  seem 
worth  it. 

GCN:  Your  pieces  were  almost  uniformly 
side-splitting.  Why  did  they  give  you  a  hard 
time? 

TS:  There  was  a  tremendous  amount  of  fear 
surrounding  the  show  because  Lome  [Mi¬ 
chaels,  producer  during  its  glory  years]  had 
taken  the  show  over  again  and  he  felt  a  lot  of 
people  were  gunning  for  it.  There  was 
paranoia  and  expectations  to  compare  to 
Gilda  and  this  one  and  that  one.  So  it  turned 
out  there  wasn’t  a  sense  of  camaraderie,  of 
ensemble.  Everybody  was  competing 
against  each  other  and  there  was  a  tremen¬ 
dous  amount  of  disapproval.  It  wasn’t  an 
environment  built  on  praise  or  support  for 
doing  something  right.  At  Saturday  Night 
Live  it  was  fear,  intimidation  and  manipula¬ 
tion.  It  was  a  sense  of  “try  to  get  Daddy’s 
approval  really  hard”  and  waiting  outside 
of  the  offices  for  hours  to  try  to  get  a  little 
nod  of  the  head.  Then  I’d  be  meeting  people 
in  the  street  who’d  go  “I  just  /oveyou!”  and 
I’d  feel  like  saying  “Would  you  come  with 
me  please?  Could  you  tell  my  producer 
that?”  I’d  come  in  and  they’d  say,  “We 
didn’t  write  anything  for  you  this  week,  we 
didn’t  know  what  to  do.”  And  I’d  be  like 
“Hello  am  I  on  this  show?  Am  !  in  the  right 
studio?  Maybe  I’m  on  Hullaballoo.” 

It  was  like  the  Twilight  Zone  and  I  don’t 
function  well  in  that  kind  of  environment. 
So  I  chose  not  to  return  to  it.  The  time  pass¬ 
ed  when  I  was  supposed  to  make  my  phone 


call  and  I  didn’t  make  the  call.  Then  I  took 
an  ad  out  nominating  myself  for  an  Emmy 
as  Nancy  Reagan,  sitting  on  an  armchair 
with  Ronald  Reagan  and  Nancy’s  saying, 
“If  I  win,  I’m  just  leaving  you.”  I  think  that 
really  upset  them  too.  I  just  wasn’t  playing 
the  game  according  to  the  rules  that  they’d 
set  up,  so  it  didn’t  work  out. 

GCN:  Does  this  mean  that  you  didn’t  get 
along  with  the  other  cast  members  tike  the 
fabulous  Danitra  Vance? 

TS:  The  cast  liked  each  other,  we  wanted  to 
like  each  other.  It  was  like  you  were  in  a  war, 
with  people  in  a  trench  and  you’re  bonded 
together  by  the  experience.  Danitra  was  ex¬ 
periencing  her  thing  as  a  Black  woman,  the 
kind  of  parts  —  people  just  didn’t  know 
what  to  write  for  her.  It  wasn’t  who  we 
were,  because  we  were  Black  or  because  we 
were  gay  —  it  was  because  of  the  way  the 
show  was  set  up.  It  was  the  “System”  and 
everyone  suffered  from  it.  Anthony  Michael 
Hall,  who  is  very  talented,  came  off  very 
badly.  People  weren’t  doing  their  best 
because  there  was  not  that  support  behind 
them.  It  wasn’t  a  gay  issue  or  a  Black  issue. 
Danitra  I  love  and  think  she’s  very  talented. 

GCN:  In  the  book  Saturday  Night  Live  it 
was  said  that  an  incredible  amount  of  sexism 
stood  in  the  way  of  Gilda,  Jane  and  Laraine 
for  getting  on-air  time  in  sketches.  Did 
homophobia  taint  their  treatment  of  you 
and  the  sketches  they  chose  not  to  let  you 
do? 

TS:  There  wasn’t  so  much  homophobia  as 
ignorance.  They  just  didn’t  understand  a  lot 
of  times  if  Lanier  and  I  had  a  sketch  that  was 
campier.  When  Diana  Ross  got  married  we 
wanted  to  do  a  sketch  of  her  honeymoon. 
She  wouldn’t  stop  singing  and  she  was 
videotaping  the  honeymoon!  Now  to  us 
that’s  hilarious.  But  to  them,  they’d  be  like, 
“Diana  Ross  on  her  honeymoon?  Who 
wants  to  see  that  ?”  They  would  not  care 
about  things  that  we  thought  were  absolute¬ 
ly  hilarious  and  that  we  wanted  to  do. 

NBC  censored  so  many  of  my  characters. 

I  do  Mother  Teresa.  They  were  really 
scared,  they’d  scream,  “No  one  wants  this 
—  she’s  our  only  living  saint  —  stay  away 
from  her!”  It  wasn’t  an  attack  on  the 
woman,  I’d  just  have  her  doing  things  that 
people  would  never  think  of  her  doing. 
There  was  one  sketch  where  she  was  on  a 
roller  derby  team  for  charity  and  she  was  the 
toughest  one  on  the  whole  team.  She’d  be 
elbowing  everyone  and  then  if  they  fell 
down  she’d  go  back  and  kick  them  with  her 
skates.  Another  time,  we  wrote  this  thing 
where  it  was  Battle  of  the  Network  Stars, 
Mother  Teresa  was  on  those  gymnastic  rings 
and  she  was  competing  against  Suzanne 
Somers! 

At  one  point  they  even  said,  “We’ve  been 
hard  enough  on  Nancy,  we’re  not  going  to 
do  her  anymore.”  I  said,  “We  have ?” 

GCN:  Ah,  Nancy  Reagan,  your  piece  de 
resistance!  How  did  she  come  about? 

TS:  The  beginning  of  the  year  on  the  show 
they  asked  me,  “Could  you  do  Nancy 
Reagan?”  And  I  said,  “Well,  give  me  a 
minute . . . .”  and  I  pictured  myself  in  a  cute 
little  red  Adolfo  suit  and  I  looked  in  a  mirror 
and  my  eyes  kinda’  widened  and  I  got  that 
smile  and  that  kind  of  crazed  look  and  I 
thought,  “Yes,  I  can  do  Nancy  Reagan!” 
and  a  little  voice  came  back  and  said,  “Yes 
you  can!”  I  thought  it  was  funny,  I  think 
she’s  funny,  I  don’t  hate  her  or  anything  —  1 
think  she’s  hilarious.  She’s  the  most  under¬ 
rated  comedian  in  this  country.  She’s  cer¬ 
tainly  got  a  big  career  in  standup  comedy 
when  she  leaves  the  White  House. 


GCN:  Your  impersonation  of  her  is  so  dead- 


on  it  became  the  real  high-point  of  the  show 
that  season.  I’m  surprised  they  gave  you 
such  a  hard  time  as  opposed  to  giving  you 
whatever  you  wanted.  What  were  you  think¬ 
ing  during  all  of  the  hassles? 

TS:  You  don’t  have  time  to  think  during  the 
season.  I  would  get  massaged  every  week 
and  I  also  do  this  thing  called  re-birthing 
and  I  would  do  this  breathing  process  every 
week.  Those  things,  along  with  the  support 
of  Lanier,  were  what  got  me  through.  If 
Lanier  hadn’t  been  there  I  think  I  would 
have  quit  mid-season  and  said  “Fuck  you, 
I’m  getting  out  of  here  —  this  isn’t  fun.” 

GCN:  Does  that  mean  that  Broadway  Video 
won  7  be  doing  a  ‘‘Best  of  Terry  Sweeney" 
video  tape,  a  la  Dan  Ackroyd  and  John 
Belushi? 

TS:  Gee!  They  might  if  they  think  there’s  a 
quick  buck  in  it!  They  may  change  their  tune 
and  go,  “Well,  you  know,  we  always  pushed 
him,  we  loved  him.”  Show  business  always 
re-writes  itself.  I  have  to  say,  I’m  really  very 
grateful  to  Lome.  He  gave  me  that  oppor¬ 
tunity,  so  whether  we  got  along  later  on  or 
not,  he  really  did  a  tremendous  service  for 
me. 

GCN:  I  remember  reading  then  that  you  and 
Lanier  were  starting  up  your  own  produc¬ 
tion  company  around  that  time.  Did  you 
begin  that  project  right  after  you  left? 

TS:  By  the  time  I  was  off  the  show  I  thought, 
“Oh,  I  need  a  break  from  this,”  so  I  took 
one.  I  went  all  over  and  went  on  kind  of  a 
metaphysical  odyssey  via  Seattle  and 
Boulder  and  Santa  Fe,  we  travelled  all  over 
the  country.  We  went  everywhere. 

GCN:  Did  people  recognize  you? 

TS:  Yes,  they  did.  (Laughs)  People  would 
always  say  that  they  loved  me  and  I  made 
them  laugh  and  that  was  the  wonderful 
thing  that  was  happening  during  that  time. 
Because  I  was  saying,  “What  am  I  doing? 
Why  do  I  do  this?  What’s  the  point  of  all 
this?”  People  would  say,  “I  fell  off  my  chair 
when  you  did  such  and  such,”  and  then  I’d 
think,  “Oh  yeah,  that’s  the  connection.” 
But  you  didn’t  feel  that  connection  when 
you  were  on  that  show.  The  audience  feels 
so  far  away  because  there’s  dozens  of  cam¬ 
eras  there.  There  wasn’t  any  immediate 
feedback  coming.  So  that  was  my  “I’ve  left 
show  business”  period.  Anything  to  do  with 
show  business  1  thought  was,  like,  from  hell. 
That’s  when  I  began  a  lot  of  metaphysical 
studies  which  I’ve  been  involved  with  ever 
since.  I  took  a  lot  of  different  workshops 
and  really  explored  who  I  was  and  what  I 
was  doing  and  why  I  was  here  on  the  planet. 

GCN:  Do  these  metaphysical  studies  instill 
your  bravery  —  I’m  not  sure  you’re  aware 
of  just  how  radical  it  is  that  you’re  an  up¬ 
front  gay  television  star! 

TS:  I  just  believe  in  telling  and  being  the 
truth  always.  I  waited  on  tables  for  five 
years  and  I’ve  always  been  who  I  am.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  I  worked  at  the  Magic  Pan  on 
Newbury  Street  in  Boston.  Even  then  I 
realized  that  you  are  who  you  are  and  you 
love  yourself  and  don’t  apologize  for 
yourself.  I  was  always  who  I  was  as  a  waiter. 
If  I  was  a  screaming  queen  I  was  a  screaming 
queen,  if  not  I  wasn’t.  No  one  ever  said  to 
me,  “Would  you  mind  toning  it  down?” 
Because  I  would’ve  said,  “Yes  I  do,  good¬ 
bye.”  People  say  to  me,  “Look,  I  can’t 
come  out  at  my  job... I  can’t  tell  my 
parents.”  It’s  denying  yourself  that  visibili¬ 
ty,  to  be  seen  as  who  you  are.  It  kills  you  in 
the  long  run.  Talking  about  being  gay  is  a 
matter  of  fact  thing  for  me. 

GCN:  Essentially  you  are  the  only  out  per¬ 
sonality  in  show  business.  That  must  put 
tremendous  pressure  on  you. 


TS:  What  would  be  pressure  for  me  would  be 
to  be  closeted  because  I’m  liberated.  I  love 
who  I  am  and  don’t  have  to  lie  about  it.  I’m 
very,  very  blessed.  I  never  think,  oh  what  a 
burden,  being  gay.  Being  totally  who  I  am 
has  pushed  everything  forward  for  me.  As 
for  other  people,  I  like  to  think  that 
everyone’s  doing  the  best  they  can.  Sure, 
there  are  countless  numbers  of  gay  people  in 
the  business,  really  famous  actors  who  are 
gay  out  here  [in  L.A.]  and  in  New  York  and 
they’re  not  coming  out.  They’re  so  terrified; 
if  they  could  muster  up  more  courage  they 
would  and  they’d  come  out.  But  they  just 
can’t  seem  to  do  it  and  I  can’t  hate  them. 
They’re  my  gay  brothers  and  my  gay  sisters. 
I  don’t  hate  them  because  I  know  what  fear 
is.  More  people  will  come  out;  all  you  can  do 
is  be  out  and  happy  and  then  someone  else 
says,  “You  know  I’m  gonna  do  that  too.” 

GCN:  Were  you  always  happy,  even  as  a  kid? 
TS:  Well,  I  was  a  little  sissy  growing  up.  The 
words  “Let’s  get  him”  were  very  familiar  to 
me.  I  grew  up  on  Long  Island.  Going  on  the 
bus  every  morning  was  real  traumatic  for  me 
because  of  the  kids  in  the  back  of  the  bus. 
And  “Terry”  happens  to  rhyme  with 
“fairy”  rather  nicely,  and  “Sweeney” 
rhymes  with  “weenie”  and  kids  love  to 
make  those  genius  rhymes!  My  lover  was 
“Lanier  the  Queer.”  I  was  beaten  up.  exiled 

names,  threatened,  I  had  everything  happen 
to  me  when  I  was  growing  up  and  still  I  met 
their  hatred  with  love;  I  didn’t  return  hatred 
or  bigotry.  It’s  like  I  don’t  hate  Jerry 
Falwell,  I  love  born  again  Christians; 
they’re  coming  from  fear.  I  can’t  hate  them 
because  it  costs  me  too  much  energy. 

The  hate  just  takes  its  toll  on  you  anti 
your  immune  system.  Jerry  Falwell  isn’t  sit¬ 
ting  there  going,  “Gee  all  those  gay  people 
just  hate  me.  I’m  tormented  by  this.”  I 
choose  not  to  focus  on  that;  I  choose  to 
forgive  born  again  Christians  because  I 
know  that  if  they  knew  me  they  would  love 
me. 

But  I  spent  time  when  I  was  younger 
hating  society,  hating  myself.  When  I  was  12 
years  old,  my  parents  were  getting  these 
medical  encyclopedias  from  the  AtfcP  and 
they  got  to  HOMO  and  I  was  real  excited;  I 
thought,  “Ohhh!  Here’s  the  book  1  was 
waiting  for!”  It  said,  “A  mental  illness 
usually  associated  with. ...”  and  I  thought, 
“I’m  mentally  ill.”  I  went  into  such  a 
depression  and  it  put  me  through  years  of 
upset. 

When  I  was  in  college  two  people  from 
the  Gay  Speakers  Bureauy  came  to  speak 
and  1  was  amazed  at  their  courage.  At  Mid 
dlebury  College  in  Vermont  everybody  was 
real  preppy,  talking  about  “the  powder  and 
the  moguls”  and  nobody  cared  about 
anything.  They  were  all  from  these  very  rich 
conservative  families.  A  man  and  a  woman 
came  from  the  [Gay  Speakers]  Bureau  and 
the  woman  had  on  a  fisherman’s  cap  and  she 
was  smoking  a  pipe!  And  she  goes  [in  a 
gravelly  voice],  “So  you  wanna  talk  about 
homosexuality,  huh?  How  many  dykes  are 
in  this  room  —  raise  your  hand?”  I  mear 
those  girls,  their  eyes  popped  out  anc 
their  headbands  almost  flew  off  their  heads ! 
They  were  so  shocked  and  nobody  raisec 
their  hand  of  course  and  she  said,  “Hmram 
I  thought  so!”  She  started  letting  ’em  haveii 
and  she  was  just  totally  who  she  was.  I  wa: 
blown  away.  I’d  never  seen  two  people  stanc 
in  front  of  a  room  and  go,  “Yeah,  I’m  gay.’ 

This  was  1973  and  this  was  amazing 
When  I  saw  that  I  said,  “That’s  for  me”  anc 
I  immediately  joined.  I  came  out  lc 
everyone  a  week  later.  I  spoke  at  differem 
places  around  Boston  and  people  would  ask 
you  questions  like  you  were  a  circus  animal 
“What  do  you  eat  in  the  morning?”  “Wha 
do  you  do  every  night?”  I  said,  “Well,  I  ge 
in  the  spaceship  and  I  go  to  a  place  where  it’;

just  a  lot  of  penises  and  we  all  kind  of  wave 
’em  at  each  other.  What  do  you  think  1  do?” 

I  did  that  for  a  long  time  and  got  to  see 
that  it  wasn’t  meanness  —  just  ignorance 
most  of  the  time.  I’ve  done  a  lot  of  work  on 
myself  and  I’m  very  spiritual  —  not  religious 
—  I’d  like  to  make  that  distinction  —  be¬ 
cause  I  went  through  the  Catholic  Church 
which  is  like  being  part  of  a  cult  and  being 
brainwashed.  That’s  not  just  for  gays,  that’s 
for  anybody  —  any  thought  of  sex  is  an  im¬ 
pure  thought.  That’s  pounded  into  you. 
Since  that  time  I’ve  had  to  do  a  lot  of  heal¬ 
ing.  Christianity  has  taken  and  distorted  so 
many  things  that  Christ  said  and  used  them 
against  people  for  power,  it’s  no  wonder 
people  have  such  a  hard  time.  But  now  I  feel 
that  I  have  a  very  strong  relationship  with 
God.  I  meditate  every  day,  1  pray  every  day. 

I  have  a  group  meditation  in  my  home,  mix¬ 
ed  gay /lesbian  and  straight,  every  week.  To 
me  God  is  gay,  God  is  Black,  God  is  a  big 
lesbian  with  a  giant  penis!  God  is  everything 
and  within  every  person. 

GCN:  What  can  we  expect  from  you  in  the 
near  future  —  do  you  think  you’ll  be  back 
on  Fox  Broadcasting  soon? 

TS:  That  depends,  they’re  probably  still 
recovering  from  my  last  appearance  there.  I 
love  the  chance  to  do  my  stuff  and  get  peo- 

nle  plugged-in.  People  going,  “I  can’t 
believe  he  said  that!  And  he  went  down  to  a 
girdle  and  put  his  legs  up  into  the  air!  And 
he  said  Jerry  Falwell  was  his  lover  and  Pope 
John  Paul.”  You  know,  I’m  never  thinking, 
“Every  gay  person  needs  this,”  I’m  just 
having  fun.  I  don’t  know  any  other  way  to 
be  —  at  least  people  get  to  see  someone  tell¬ 
ing  their  truth.  And  maybe  someone  will 
say,  “If  he  can  do  it,  I  can  do  it.”  That’s 
what  I’d  like  to  encourage,  in  their  lives,  it 
doesn’t  have  to  be  in  show  business.  Just  by 
being  a  gay  person  who’s  open  and  out 
•you’re  educating  everyone  who’s  around 
you. 

If  you  ever  told  me  when  I  was  twelve 
years  old  that  I  would  get  to  the  point  where 
I  would  tell  the  entire  nation,  “Hey,  I’m  a 
fag,”  I  would’ve  said,  “Ha  ha  ha  —  not 
me!”  I  never  would’ve  believed  it.  Coming 
from  that  point  of  opening  that  medical 
book  and  thinking  I  was  sick  and  a  pervert 
but  now  knowing  that  it’s  never  kept  me 
from  doing  anything  —  instead  I  bless  it. 
Now  I  feel  I  made  a  spiritual  soul  choice 
before  this  lifetime.  It’s  like  I  was  looking 
down  at  this  menu  and  I  said,  “I’ll  take 
Gay,  Man,  do  some  drag?  Okay,  a  little  over 
there  ,  and  oh  —  I’ll  take  a  major  TV  show 
there!”  I  try  to  communicate  that  hap¬ 
piness,  especially  to  my  gay  brothers  and 
sisters.  I  want  to  share  that  love  and  my  path 
with  them. 

I’m  writing  a  book  about  all  of  this  with 
i  the  tentative  title  of  Dare  to  Love.  In  it  I’m 

I  going  to  address  a  lot  of  positive  gay  issues. 

:  I’m  also  going  to  talk  to  people  who  are  in 

t  remission  from  AIDS,  people  who  have 

t  healed  themselves  metaphysically.  People 

:  who  were  told  five  years  ago  they  were  going 

1  to  die  and  now  they’re  healthier  than  they’ve 

1  ever  been.  Someone  I  know  had  a  friend 

!  who  was  19  and  the  doctor  told  him  two 

1  things:  you  can  never  have  sex  again  and 

,  you’re  going  to  die.  That  kind  of  stuff  is  just 

t  ignorance.  People  should  know  that  there 

s  are  alternatives.  In  a  world  where  gay  people 

1  do  not  think  that  they’re  safe . . .  and  there’s 

’  extra  guilt  thrown  onto  the  gay  population, 

you’re  raised  thinking  you’re  sick  and  those 
i  thoughts  get  to  operating  in  the  subcon- 

j  scious.  So  the  book  is  working  with  affirma- 

t  tions,  breathing,  rebirthing  and  alternative 

c  methods,  things  that  I’ve  learned  that  have 

helped  me  be  totally  alive  and  loving.  Maybe 
t  people  will  say,  “Well,  gee,  maybe  I’ll  take  a 
t  look  at  spirituality.”  I  hope  to  have  it  out  in 
s  the  fall. 


GCN:  And  you  can  go  plug  it  on  the  Oprah 
Winfrey  show! 

TS:  I  will,  everywhere  and  anywhere!  It’s  so 
important  to  talk  about  this  stuff  instead  of 
people  going,  “Can  I  catch  it  if  someone 
sneezed  in  a  restaurant  and  if  I’m  at  the  next 
table?”  and  Oprah  going,  “Well,  can 
they?”  If  I  see  one  more  show  —  I  had  a 
friend  call  me  up  and  say,  “You’ve  got  to 
tell  me  about  AIDS!”  I  had  to  go  talk  her 
down.  By  the  time  some  of  these  shows  are 
finished  they  have  people  whipped  into  a 
frenzy. 

Oprah  hosted  Saturday  Night  Live  and 
she’s  very  sweet  and  she’s  very  nice  and  she’s 
not  like  that  at  all.  She’s  an  open  and  loving 
person  and  she  has  a  lot  of  gay  friends  and 
she  doesn’t  buy  into  any  of  that  stuff.  It’s 
important  for  someone  to  be  on  those  shows 
and  say,  “C’mon,  let’s  get  real  here  ladies'. 
Let’s  not  get  into  one  of  our  panicky  little 
states.”  Instead  of  channeling  all  of  that 
energy  into  Hang-A-Homo.  We  need  to  ed¬ 
ucate  people. 

Besides  the  book  I  have  a  few  things  com¬ 
ing  up.  I  like  to  let  things  happen.  Our  pro¬ 
duction  company  has  a  movie  called  Burn¬ 
ing  Love  coming  out  real  soon.  It  stars  Dave 
Thomas  and  Barbara  Carrera  and  it’s  about 
that  hilarious  time  in  our  history  when  we 
were  burning  witches  at  the  stake  in  Salem. 
It’s  really  about  hypocrisy  and  greed.  And 
later  there’s  a  movie  called  Shagg  which  is  a 
sweet  and  innocent  coming-of-age  story 
about  four  girls  in  the  early  ’60s. 

I’m  going  to  be  in  a  Julie  Brown  video. 
She’s  doing  a  thing  called  “Trapped  in  the 
Body  of  a  White  Girl”  and  I’m  going  to  play 
Nancy  Reagan  in  the  video.  We’re  friends 
and  I  love  her  work. 

I  do  get  movie  scripts.  I’ve  gotten  a  lot  of 
scripts  to  be  decorators  and  stuff  like  that; 
most  are  just  absolutely  atrocious.  Parts 
where  I  would  just  say,  “Fabulous”  500 
times.  I’m  going  to  write  something  for 
myself;  I’m  learning  about  making  movies. 
I’m  starting  to  co-produce  things  and  Lanier 
is  going  to  start  directing.  We’re  learning 
how  to  do  it  so  we  can  do  more. 

I’m  looking  at  all  kinds  of  options.  The 
Terry  Sweeney  Show  is  a  deal  of  mine  and  I’d 
love  to  do  that  on  Fox  television.  I  always 
loved  the  Benny  Hill  format,  where  you 
don’t  have  to  have  sketches  with  the  begin¬ 
ning,  middle  and  end.  I  have  a  whole  board 
filled  with  sketch  ideas  and  characters  and 
Fox  seems  to  be  the  perfect  venue  for  that 
sort  of  thing. 

GCN:  Who  makes  you  laugh? 

TS:  Pee  Wee  Herman  makes  me  laugh.  I  like 
Tracey  Ullman.  I  feel  like  they’re  people 
that  are  doing  things  that  are  different. 
That’s  what  I  like. 

GCN:  Will  you  be  going  to  the  March  on 
Washington?  You  could  go  as  Nancy! 

TS:  I  could  get  married  on  the  steps  of  the 
Supreme  Court!  It  would  be  fun  to  be  Nan¬ 
cy  there.  And  welcome  everybody!  “Drinks 
are  on  me!”  1  would  love  to  do  that.  I  hope 
all  the  hotels  won’t  be  booked  up  for  my 
honeymoon  suite!  “Sorry  we’re  all  booked 
up  Mr.  Sweeney,  you’ll  have  to  stay  in  jail 
with  the  others.” 

GCN:  Well,  I  know  you  think  being  an  out- 
of-the-closet  gay  TV  star  is  just  simpje, 
honest  truth  for  you.  But  you  should  know 
that  for  a  whole  year  many  viewers  like 
myself  looked  to  you  for  the  grain  of  reality 
on  TV.  You  were  the  only  source  in  the 
media.  The  first  episode  that  season  they  did 
the  AIDS  Fear  Hits  Hollywood”  sketch 
and  you — 

TS:  And  I  said  “I’m  gay.”  Yeah  I  said  it 
right  on  TV.  Wasn’t  that  amazing? 
(Laughs).

in  the  morning. 

The  mixed  cafes  in  Czechoslovakia  and 
Poland  are  apparently  useful  to  gay  men 
because  they  provide  them  with  “protective 
coloration.”  None  is  needed  in  Budapest. 
The  Egyetem’s  free  atmosphere  is  strongly 
reminiscent  of  gay  cafes  in  Western  Europe, 
with  one  glaring  exception:  the  virtually 
total  absence  of  lesbians.  (But  perhaps  they 
meet  elsewhere.) 

According  to  HOS1  VIENNA  (Interna¬ 
tional  Lesbian/Gay  Association’s  listening 
post  for  lesbian/gay  developments  in 
Eastern  Europe),  AIDS-related  “police 
raids  on  gay  bars  such  as  the  disco  ‘Kis 
rablo’  in  Budapest,  have  been  increasing.” 

1  never  saw  a  police  officer  enter  the 
Egyetem  but  then,  1  never  attended  the 
disco. 

My  Hungarian  gay  informant  told  me 
about  the  thermal  baths  where  some  degree 
of  sexual  contact  is  made  (mostly  tentative 
and  extremely  tame  by  Amsterdam  and 
North  American  standards).  He  also 
welcomed  me  into  the  small  circle  of  his 
closest  gay  friends.  In  addition  to  what  I 
have  mentioned,  they  knew  of  several 
tearooms  and  of  one  or  two  restaurants 
where  men  might  make  assignations.  But  as 
for  police  raids  on  the  Budapest  disco,  and 
a  Hungarian  gay  organization,  if  these  ex¬ 
ist,  this  circle  of  men  (one  of  them  a  senior 
newspaper  executive)  had  never  heard  of 
either. 

To  one  of  the  latter  I  mailed  the  Western 
European  comments  cited  above,  re¬ 
questing  his  reactions.  He  replied  as 
follows:  “I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  do  as  you 
requested.  Please  do  not  forget  where  I  am 
living.  When  you  return  for  a  visit,  I  will  be 
happy  to  comply  [face  to  face,  rather  than 
by  mail].”D

imagination.  The  insensitive  straights  who 
had  exploited  me.  The  apologetic  rejection 
of  David,  my  intense  grief  and  remorse  at 
my  grandmother’s  abrupt  death.  I  felt  very 
much  an  adolescent  floundering  in  the 
world  of  adult  quicksand. 

Today,  here  in  prison,  I  see  how  some 
queens  are  mistreated  and  mechanically  I 
reflect  back.  In  retrospect,  1  again  feel  the 
anger  from  long  ago.  How  cruel  these  so- 
called  men  treat  queens  here.  Over  the 
previous  years,  I  have  nurtured  myself  to  be 
strong  mentally,  physically  and  above  all 
emotionally,  which  is  what  all  prison 
queens  should  do.  Put  aside  your  inade¬ 
quate  inabilities. 

I  can’t  tell  you  how  tired  I  am  of  reading 
about  prison  queens  going  to  protective 
custody,  out  on  a  limb,  or  meekly  submit¬ 
ting  to  men  under  unbearable  conditions. 
Even  though  some  of  us  don’t  look  or  act 
it,  we  are  all  men  which  undoubtedly  makes 
us  equal.  Many  gays  are  having  tremendous 
inner  struggles  with  their  identity  and  these 
forcible  prison  relationships  only  add  to 
their  instability.  Relationships  are  never 
easy.  You  must  have  patience  and  under¬ 
standing.  You  must  have  allow  each  other 
space  for  your  personalities.  When  you 
choose  up,  you  accept  the  person  for  their 
good  and  bad  side.  If  you  are  dealing  with 
an  irrational  man,  you  are  simply  faced 
with  an  ultimatum  in  which  you  either  strap 
up  and  fuck  someone  up  to  gain  respect,  or 
meekly  succumb  to  protective  custody. 

Ironic  as  it  may  be,  I  find  that  a  one  -year 
prison  relationship  is  equivalent  to  a  two- 
year  relationship  in  the  free  world.  You 
have  to  put  so  much  more  into  the  relation¬ 
ship  here  because  there  are  so  many  outside 
forces  trying  to  pull  a  queen  from  her  man. 
Anyway,  I’m  with  this  dude  named  Robert. 

I  chose  him  because  he’s  different.  We  have 
an  open,  honest  relationship  based  on 
honesty,  trust  and  understanding.  I’m  with 
him  by  choice,  not  force.  Actually,  the 
meat  market  is  very  good  in  here.  The  selec¬ 
tion  of  men  is  wide  and  I’m  so  sure  the 
variety  is  the  most.  I’m  happy  in  my  rela¬ 
tionship,  but,  of  course,  I  feel  the  urge  to 
vamp  now  and  then. 

My  message  to  prison  queens  is  chin  up, 
B  strong,  and  most  important,  B  yourself. 
Sisters  are  doin’  it  for  themselves.  There’s  a 
saying:  “If  we  could  kick  the  person  most 
responsible  for  our  problems,  we  wouldn’t 
be  able  to  sit  down  for  a  week.”

BOSTON  —  It’s  not  often  that  (some¬ 
what)  straight  organizations  take  a  leading 
role  in  queer  issues.  But  by  spearheading  a 
lesbian  and  gay  visibility  campaign  on 
Boston  subways,  the  multi-issue  task  force 
of  the  Massachusetts  Committee  of  the 
March  on  Washington  has  done  just  that. 

The  results  are  colorful  advertisements 
urging  commuters  to  “come  out  for 
yourself,  come  out  for  your  friends  [and] 
come  out  for  justice.”  “Gay  or  not,”  the 
signs  proclaim,  “it’s  time  to  stand  up  for 
Gay  Rights.”  The  month-long  advertising 
campaign  is  designed  to  publicize  the  up¬ 
coming  National  March  on  Washington. 

More  than  35  organizations  make  up  the 
multi-issue  task  force,  including  Mobiliza¬ 
tion  for  Survival,  the  Massachusetts  chapter 
of  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union,  and 
the  Rainbow  Coalition.  Members  of  those 
organizations  spoke  at  a  September  1  press 
conference  kicking  off  the  subway  cam¬ 
paign. 

“What  does  it  mean  that  people  in  power 
are  trying  to  outlaw  people’s  sexuality?” 
asked  Melani  McAlister  of  Mobilization  for 
Survival.  “Calling  lesbians  and  gay  men  ab¬ 
normal  is  the  first  step  away  from  saying  a 
woman’s  place  is  in  the  home  or  women 
don’t  have  the  right  to  our  own  [bodies] .... 
I’m  not  here  to  talk  just  about  civil  rights. 
I’m  here  to  talk  about  liberation  and  sur¬ 
vival.” 

McAlister  noted  that  “as  a  heterosexual 
person”  who  spends  most  of  her  time  work¬ 
ing  on  peace  and  justice  issues,  organizing 
for  the  lesbian  and  gay  March  on  Wash¬ 
ington  is  one  of  the  most  important  political 
acts  in  which  she  has  been  involved. 

“A  lot  of  us  look  back  and  ask,  ‘Were 
you  there  in  ’63  at  the  great  march  on  Wash¬ 
ington  [for  Black  civil  rights]?’  ”  said  John 
Roberts,  director  of  the  Civil  Liberties 
Union  of  Massachusetts.  “Years  later  we’ll 
look  back  and  say,  ‘Were  you  there  at  the 
great  march  on  Washington  when  we  [called 
not  only  for  the]  liberation  of  gay  men  and 
lesbians  but  [for]  the  liberation  of  all  of 
us?’  ” 

“What’s  different  about  this  [subway]  ad 
is  the  community,  the  concerns,  and  the 
movement  it  represents,”  noted  lesbian  ac¬ 
tivist  Nancy  Wechsler.  “For  gay  men  and

lesbians  it  is  a  way  of  identifying  and  making 
gay  and  lesbian  issues  visible  as  we  ride  to 
and  from  work,  the  movies  and  concerts. 
For  non-gay  people  we  hope  that  this  ad 
campaign  will  be  an  opportunity  to  think 
about  the  people  in  their  lives  —  co¬ 
workers,  family  and  friends  who  may  be 
gay.  And  for  this  month  we  hope  they  will 
probe  their  feelings  and  fears  about  gay  peo¬ 
ple  and  the  discrimination  that  shapes  our 
lives.” 

“The  ad  campaign  —  being  visible,  tak¬ 
ing  that  risk,  claiming  our  identities  publicly 
—  is  also  what  organizing  for  the  October 
March  on  Washington  is  about,”  Wechsler 
added.  “We  are  going  to  Washington 
because  we  feel  that  the  only  way  to  change 
things  is  for  gay  people  and  their  supporters 
to  be  as  visible  as  possible,  not  just  for  a  few 
days  in  Washington,  but  every  day  on  our 
jobs,  in  our  neighborhoods,  and  in  all  our 
political  and  community  work.  We  still 
believe  one  of  the  most  important  political 
acts  a  gay  man  or  lesbian  can  make  is  to 
come  out.” 

Lesbian  and  gay  and  progressive  groups 
have  a  history  of  Fighting  with  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority 
(MBTA)  for  the  right  to  place  their  messages 
on  the  subway.  Ten  years  ago  the  Boston 
Pride  Committee  sued  the  MBTA  for  that 
right.  In  1978  the  MBTA  attempted  to  pro¬ 
hibit  abortion  rights  activists  from  advertis¬ 
ing  in  the  subway.  And  most  recently 
Mobilization  for  Survival  was  allowed  to 
place  signs  protesting  the  Israeli  20-year  oc¬ 
cupation  of  the  West  Bank  only  after  the 
threat  of  a  suit. 

Wechsler  surmised  MBTA  officials  knew 
they  would  be  successfully  sued  if  they  at¬ 
tempted  to  prohibit  the  March  on  Wash¬ 
ington  advertisements.
